LITTLE ROCK 
i/P) —Tho House 


today passed 58-24 a Senate bill to 
modify the present bond provision 
in utility rate cases. 


The bill now goes to Gov. Orval 


Faubus who has indicated he will 
sign it. 


Now a utility may pill an in- 


crease into effect without Public 
Service Commission approval by 
posting a bond to guarantee re- 
funds if any should be ordered. 


The bill passed today says that 


no such increase shall be made 
within less than 120 days after fil- 
ing of the application unless 'the 
utility can convince the PSC of 
"compelling necessity." 


The bill, the second introduced 


in the Senate this session, 
was 


called 
up by Rep. Charles 
W. 


Stewart Jr. of Washington County, 
who among others was supported 
by his Washington colleague, Rep.

i/P) —Tho House 


today passed 58-24 a Senate bill to 
modify the present bond provision 
in utility rate cases. 


The bill now goes to Gov. Orval 


Faubus who has indicated he will 
sign it. 


Now a utility may pill an in- 


crease into effect without Public 
Service Commission approval by 
posting a bond to guarantee re- 
funds if any should be ordered. 


The bill passed today says that 


no such increase shall be made 
within less than 120 days after fil- 
ing of the application unless 'the 
utility can convince the PSC of 
"compelling necessity." 


The bill, the second introduced 


in the Senate this session, 
was 


called 
up by Rep. Charles 
W. 


Stewart Jr. of Washington County, 
who among others was supported 
by his Washington colleague, Rep.

House Okays 
Utility Bond 
Provision 


LITTLE ROCK 
i/P) —Tho House 


today passed 58-24 a Senate bill to 
modify the present bond provision 
in utility rate cases. 


The bill now goes to Gov. Orval 


Faubus who has indicated he will 
sign it. 


Now a utility may pill an in- 


crease into effect without Public 
Service Commission approval by 
posting a bond to guarantee re- 
funds if any should be ordered. 


The bill passed today says that 


no such increase shall be made 
within less than 120 days after fil- 
ing of the application unless 'the 
utility can convince the PSC of 
"compelling necessity." 


The bill, the second introduced 


in the Senate this session, 
was 


called 
up by Rep. Charles 
W. 


Stewart Jr. of Washington County, 
who among others was supported 
by his Washington colleague, Rep. 
Fred Starr.. 


'Stewart, Starr and others who 


spoke for the bill said it had the 
support of Gov. Faubus, who 
in 


last summer's primary campaign 
attacked the present bond provi-

The council said the revisions 


are particularly needed now be- 
cause the AFL expects unemploy- 
ment, measured by the latest gov- 
ernment count at 2,838,000 in De- 
cember, to rise to 3'/2 to 4 million 
in February or March. 


At present, states pay an aver- 


age $25 per week to workers in- 
cured by the unemployment insur- 
ance 
system. 
Eisenhower 
has 


twice called on states to raise the 
payment to equal half a worker's 
regular pay for as long 
as 26 


weeks or half a year, of unem- 
ployment. 


Few states have heeded this ad- 


vice. There have been several at- 
tempts ' to have Congress boost 
benefits, including one last year, 
but they have never gotten very 
far. 


Meanwhile, it 
was lerrned that 


the 10-million-member 
AFL 
has 


refused, out of dissatisfaction with 
the policies ot Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell, 'to appoint a representa- 
tive to a labor advisory council 
which Mitchell is trying to form.

Utility Bond 
Provision 


LITTLE ROCK 
i/P) —Tho House 


today passed 58-24 a Senate bill to 
modify the present bond provision 
in utility rate cases. 


The bill now goes to Gov. Orval 


Faubus who has indicated he will 
sign it. 


Now a utility may pill an in- 


crease into effect without Public 
Service Commission approval by 
posting a bond to guarantee re- 
funds if any should be ordered. 


The bill passed today says that 


no such increase shall be made 
within less than 120 days after fil- 
ing of the application unless 'the 
utility can convince the PSC of 
"compelling necessity." 


The bill, the second introduced 


in the Senate this session, 
was 


called 
up by Rep. Charles 
W. 


Stewart Jr. of Washington County, 
who among others was supported 
by his Washington colleague, Rep. 
Fred Starr.. 


'Stewart, Starr and others who 


spoke for the bill said it had the 
support of Gov. Faubus, who

cause the AFL expects unemploy- 
ment, measured by the latest gov- 
ernment count at 2,838,000 in De- 
cember, to rise to 3'/2 to 4 million 
in February or March. 


At present, states pay an aver- 


age $25 per week to workers in- 
cured by the unemployment insur- 
ance 
system. 
Eisenhower 
has 


twice called on states to raise the 
payment to equal half a worker's 
regular pay for as long 
as 26 


weeks or half a year, of unem- 
ployment. 


Few states have heeded this ad- 


vice. There have been several at- 
tempts ' to have Congress boost 
benefits, including one last year, 
but they have never gotten very 
far. 


Meanwhile, it

Provision 


LITTLE ROCK 
i/P) —Tho House 


today passed 58-24 a Senate bill to 
modify the present bond provision 
in utility rate cases. 


The bill now goes to Gov. Orval 


Faubus who has indicated he will 
sign it. 


Now a utility may pill an in- 


crease into effect without Public 
Service Commission approval by 
posting a bond to guarantee re- 
funds if any should be ordered. 


The bill passed today says that 


no such increase shall be made 
within less than 120 days after fil- 
ing of the application unless 'the 
utility can convince the PSC of 
"compelling necessity." 


The bill, the second introduced 


in the Senate this session, 
was 


called 
up by Rep. Charles 
W. 


Stewart Jr. of Washington County, 
who among others was supported 
by his Washington colleague, Rep. 
Fred Starr.. 


'Stewart, Starr and others who 


spoke for the bill said it had the 
support of Gov. Faubus, who

cured by the unemployment insur- 
ance 
system. 
Eisenhower 
has 


twice called on states to raise the 
payment to equal half a worker's 
regular pay for as long

weeks or half a year, of unem- 
ployment. 


Few states have heeded this ad- 


vice. There have been several at- 
tempts ' to have Congress boost 
benefits, including one last year, 
but they have never gotten very 
far.
